With Reſpect to TRIAL BY JURIES, 
every Subject of Great Britain and Ireland hath 
a Right to demand the Judgment of his Neigh- 
bours in whatever affects his Perſon and Pro- 
perty. That is to ſay, He hath a Right, in 
civil Cauſes and in criminal Accufations, to re- 
| quire a Trial by twelve Men of his neighbour- 
ing Peers or Equals. And, if, on the impan- 
nelling of this Jury, he hath juſt Cauſe of Ex- 
ception to any of the Twelve, ſuch Perſons' 
are to be laid aſide, and their Places ſupplied by 
Others whom he thinks more impartial. So 
that a Man, by this Means, is, in a great Mea- 
ſure, the Chuler of his own Judges. 

Twelve Men, at the leaſt, are required to 
make a Jury, in order to raiſe ſo many Walls, 
as it were, about Juſtice, through which Ini- 
quity cannot enter, but by the Corruption of 
the whole Number. And our Laws expreſsly 
require that, in all doubtful Caſes, DN. W-.7 
to be given on the Side of Mercy.

The ſecond great FUNDAMENTAL of 
the peculiar Liberties and Privileges of the Peo- 
ple of Great-Britain and Ireland is, the Right 
which they have of ſpeaking and acting by 
REPRESENTATION IN PARLIAMENT. 
This, indeed, is the chief of human Claims. 
It ſuppoſeth Us born to all the Freedom and 
Rights that Nature firſt gave to Man, when 
made Lord of the Creation. And, as all Men 
are not equally ſtrong and wiſe, nor any Man 
ſufficiently ſo for the Preſcrvation of his own 
Perſon, Properties, and Privileges; it ſuppoſeth 
Us to lodge a Part'of our natural Rights with 
ſuperior Wiſdom and Power for their beiter 
Maintenance and Enlargement ; as a Man de- 
poſites Money in a national Fund, for the 
greater Aſſurance both of Principal and Intereſt, 
Wherefore, when We ele& Perſons to repre- 
ſent Us in Parliament, We muſt not be ſuppoſed 
to depart from the' ſmalleſt Right which we 
have depoſited with them. We make a Lodg- 
ment, not a Gift; We entruſt, but part with 
Nothing. And, were it poſſible that They 
VV ſhould 
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ſhould attempt to deſtroy that Conſtitution 


which We had appointed them 10 maintain, | 
They can no more be held in the Rank of Re- 
preſentatives, than a Factor, turned Pirate, can 
continue to be called the Factor of thoſe Mer 
chantswhoſe Goods he had plundered and whoſe 


Confidence he had betrayed. 
The Men whom we thus depute- to Parlia. 


ment, are not the bare Likeneſs: or Reflection 


of Us their Conſtituents; They actually contain 
our Powers and Privileges, and are, as it were, 
the very Perſons of the People they repreſent. Wo 
are the Parliament in Them, We ſpeakand act by 


Them. We have a Right to know what Theyàre 


faying and doing. And, ſhould They contradict 


our Senſe, or ſwerve from our Intereſts, We have 


a Right to remonſtrate, inform and direct Them. 

By which Means We become the Regulators of 
our own Conduct, and the Inſtitutors of our 
own Laws, and Nothing material can be done 


but by our Authority and Conſent. 


For the further and better Aſſurance of theſs |
